Court Reversal Saves 


Public Tideland Rights 


By PAUL E. PETERZELL 
SAN FRANCISCO - The Dis­ 
trict Court, of Appeal, has re­ 
versed itself on a ruling that 
could have deprived Californi­ 
ans of their navigation and fish­ 
ing rights over hundreds of 
thousands of acres of tidelands. 
¡ The previous ruling last year 
said that the 1874 legislative act 
that authorized the sale of tide­ 
lands in Tómales Bay had the 
effect of terminating the pub­ 
lic’s rights to these navigation 
and fishing easements over the 
disputed tideland parcel. 
The result of the previous 
ruling was to set a precedent 
that tideland property owners 
had an unrestricted right to 
fill and develop their holdings, 


a precedent that led to the 
state attorney general and 
others to petition the court to 
reconsider the case. The court 
had made a legal error by ig­ 
noring precedents in similar 
cases, they argued. 
• The new ruling supercedes the 
previous one, holding simply 
that the original decision by Ma­ 
rin Superior Court Judge Samu­ 
el W. Gardiner was affirmed, 
and that the broad issue of pub­ 
lic easements was not properly 
before the court. 
Deputy Atty. Gen. E. Clement 
Shute Jr. termed the new ruling

Novato, San Anselmo Put 


Money Measures To Vote 


People are sometimes inclined to 
complain that they get taxed w ithout 
having any say about it. 
The San A n s e l m o City Council 
seems to have taken this complaint to 
heart. It has placed on the Nov. 3 bal­ 
lot two special tax measures, each for 
a nine-cent levy for one year. 
Measure E asks a p p r o v a l of a 
mne-cent tax to pay for a $52,000 fire 
engine. Measurt F asks an identical 
levy to finance $52,000 worth of street 
improvements. 
The San Anselmo City Council has 
gone even farther in asking guidance 
from the people. M e a s u r e G asks 
w hether the councilmen's salary, now 
SI50 p er month, should be cut to $50. 
WE ARE NOT ABOUT to suggest 
to San Anselmans w hether their coun- 
cilmen are worth $50 or $150 a month. 
The councilmen several years ago vot­ 
ed themselves the $150 pay, under a 
state law- which says a city council can 
pay itself that salary or nothing. There 
h a v e been suggestions that the city 
fathers should be willing to serve for 
less. They have shown they are willing 
by putting it up to the people. 
As for the fire e n g i n e and the 


s t r e e t improvements, the proposed 
special taxes offer the least expensive 
way of paying for them, assuming the 
council could find no way to finance 
them under its present tax structure. 
A one-year levy will not entail any in­ 
terest cost, so the taxpayers will get 
full value for the money expended — 
if they vote to expend it. 


What could be fairer? 


ANOTHER MUNICIPAL measure 
on the Nov. 3 ballot will be a third at­ 
tem pt by the City of Novato to w in ap­ 
proval of a bond issue for street con­ 
struction. 


This appears as Measure G in the 
ballot b o o k s o f Novato voters. Pro­ 
posed is a $3,250,000 issue to bring 
Novato’s streets up to what the streets 
in a city its size should be. Many of 
them are left over from the days when 
Novato w a s unincorporated, agricul­ 
tural county territory', and simply do 
not meet today s needs. 
Twice b e f o r e we have endorsed 
Novato’s street bond proposal. Twice 
it has failed to m uster the necessary 
two-thirds a p p r o v a l . This time, we 
hope it makes it.

SACRAMENTO 
( CNS) - 
When the state Parks and Rec­ 
reation Commission voted to 
deny g r a z i n g privileges to 
some cattle ranchers in San 
Diego County whose feed lands 
have been burned out by the 
recent fires, it probably did 
not expect the storm of disap­ 
proval churned up by the ac­ 
tion. 
The cattle ranchers asked 
permission for use of a portion 
of the east mesa of Cuyamaca 
State Park for 120 days during 
the emergency period when 
most of the private cattle land 
is scorched by fire. 
Assemblyman John St ul l , 
R-Encinitas, called the refusal 
a “cruel, inhumane ruling by 
a handful of would-be conser­ 
vationists.” 
He said “the commission's 
action is a direct rebuke of 
Governor Reagan's effort to 
pool ail available state re­ 
sources to assist the victims of 
the fires..” 
STULL BLAMED the fires 
on the conservationists, who 


he said earlier opposed the 
controlled burning of under­ 
brush along the foothills of 
Southern California. 
“When last 
month's fires 
s w e p t along the foothills,” 
Stull declared, “ it was this un­ 
derbrush which kept the fires 
out of control, and destroyed 
our forest lands. 
“I place major blame on 
such short-sighted, s e l f i s h - 
thinking people for the devas­ 
tation to our forest and com­ 
munities. 
“Now that some of the fire 
victims want assistance to re­ 
coup from their losses, it is 
these same people who are 
again turning their backs on 
such requests. More than 800 
head of cattle, and the occupa­ 
tions of a number of local 
ranchers may be lost because 
of the unthinking action by a 
majority of the board. 
“All these people are doing 
is 
espounding 
high-sounding 
platitudes on ecology and con­ 
servation while helping to de­ 
stroy what resources we do 
have.”

P O L I T I C S - One-party 
dominance is on the wane. Ei­ 
senhower took four southern ( 
states in 1952, Goldwater five 
in 1964, and the South made 
possible Nixon’s election in 
1968 when the Democratic per­ 
centage of the presidential 
vote in the South and border 
states was down to 29 per cent. 
No presidential candidate in 
the ’70s can take the South for 
granted nor wisely neglect it. 


ECONOMICS — A v e r a g e 
personal income in the South 
is going up markedly. For ex­ 
ample, the greatest gains in 
the entire nation in 1969 were 
made here in the Southwest — 
up 9.5 per cent, and in the 
Southeast — up 9.2 per cent. 
This is not a sudden ephemer­ 
al rise. It is a steady trend. 
Ten years ago the gap be­ 
tween the average per capita 
income in the Southwest and

NEW YORK (UPI)—The ro- 
mantic look of long ago be- • 
comes the look of the 70s in 
the hands of fashion designer 
Chester Weinberg. 


Weinberg obviously is a de­ 
signer nostalgic for the soft­ 
ness and grace of the clothes 
of the 1920s and early 1930s. 
Paul Pairet, the great French 
dressmaker of half a century 
ago, could have done Wein­ 
berg’s 
n e w 
collection 
for 
spring, replete with the soft 
contours of the garments, the 
grace of movement through 
pleated skirts or great swirl­ 
ing capes, the fine fabrics like 
crepe de chine, georgettes and 
foulards. 


Even the huge cartwheel 
and picture hats reappeared 
on the Weinberg models. All 
that one needed to feel present 
at 
an old-fashioned 
garden 
party were tea and dainty 
sandwiches. 


IT SHOULD be mentioned 
here that part of Weinberg’s 
nostalgia is for longer skirts, 
mid-calf and lower even for 
daytime, but he’s been pushing 
the longer hemline for a cou­ 


ple of seasons now. Not a mini 
left! 


Weinberg, holder of numer­ 
ous awards for his fashion 
creativity, 
was one of the 
pace-setting designers 
w h o 
are showing their new collec­ 
tions to the nation’s buyers 
and some press. 
Weinberg clothes, the com­ 
mentator said, were for the 
“woman who loves fashion, 
who loves change, women of 
all ages, all sizes and all pock- 
etbooks,” To meet the demand 
of the woman p r i c e ! a g- 
watching, 
he showed 
some 
from his boutique or “Chester 
Now” collection, less expen­ 
sive than his couture group 
The boutique clothes 
retail 
from $75 up to $185, the others 
from $200 to $500. 


DESIGNER ADOLFO did the 
hats, some of them for late day 
and “tea time’’ the cartwheels 
with brims wide as the mod­ 
el’s shoulders, framing the 
face with gentle curve, and 
matched to the dress. The day­ 
time Adolfos were big pana­ 
mas in natural tone, with scarf 
hatband matching the dress or 
suit.

“The object of the rubella 
eradication p r o g r a m ,” ex­ 
plained Mrs. Park, “ is to pre­ 
vent a possible epidemic of ru­ 
bella in 1971 by vaccinating chil­ 
dren one through 11 who are 
most likely to develop the dis­ 
ease and spread it to their' 
mothers or other female rela­ 
tives or friends who may be 
pregnant.” 
“Aside from the human an­ 
guish of bearing a child with ru­ 
bella caused defects — eye or 
heart damage, deafness, micro­ 
cephaly (small head and brain) 
or bone marrow disease — con­ 
sider the cost to the United 
States of what some call the 
“Rubella Class of ’64.” 
“The cost for education and 
care of the estimated 20.000 chil­ 
dren born to women who con­ 
tracted rubella during their first 
three months of pregnancy dur­ 
ing that epidemic is almost $3 
billion a n n u a 11 y,” she said 
“with individual costs estimated 
at 
from $9.000 to $13.000 a 
year.” 
“ In California alone, an esti­ 
mated 1.500 rubella babies were 
born during the last epidemic. 
Multiply this figure by $9.000 
per individual and you see it 
costs California over $13.500.000 
each year to pay for one epi­ 
demic of rubella.”

Court Reversal Saves 


Public Tideland Rights 


SAN FRANCISCO - The Dis­ 
trict Court of Appeal has re­ 
versed itself on a ruling that 
could have deprived Californi­ 
ans of their navigation and fish­ 
ing rights 
over hundreds 
of 
thousands of acres of tidelands. 


The previous ruling last year 
said that the 1874 legislative act 
that authorized the sale of tide­ 
lands in Tomales Bay had the 
effect of term inating the pub­ 
lic’s rights to these navigation 
and fishing easem ents over the 
disputed tideland parcel. 


The result of the previous 
ruling was to set a precedent 
that tideland property owners 
had an unrestricted right to 
fill and develop their holdings,

“ Only 75 policies have been 
written and with the rainy sea­ 
son approaching, we’re con­ 
cerned that property owners in 
flood prone areas” may not have 
time to acquire the insurance, 
the spokesman said. 
Corte Madera became eligible 
for the insurance July 17, after 
the town had demonstrated its 
intentions to initiate a flood con­ 
trol study. 
The insurance program was 
established under the 1968 Hous­ 
ing and Urban Development Act 
and is designed to reduce future 
flood damage through commu­ 
nity action and to encourage in­ 
dividuals who live in flood-prone 
areas to pay at least part of the 
cost of insurance against flood 
damage. 
The law seeks to avoid dupli­ 
cation of federal disaster bene­ 
fits. According to the act, if a 
property owner doesn’t buy the 
insurance within 12 months after 
his community becomes eligible, 
he will not get federal disaster 
relief to the extent that he could 
under the insurance program.

Novato, San Anseimo Put 


Money Measures To Vote 


People are sometimes inclined to 
complain that they get taxed without 
having any say about it. 
The San A n s e 1 m o City Council 
seems to have taken this complaint to 
heart. It has placed on the Nov. 3 bal­ 
lot two special tax measures, each for 
a nine-cent levy for one year. 
Measure E asks a p p r o v a l of a 
nine-cent tax to pay for a $52.000 fire 
engine. Measurt F asks an identical 
levy to finance $52.000 worth of street 
improvements. 
The San Anselmo City Council has 
gone even farther in asking guidance 
from the people. M e a s u r e G asks 
whether the councilmen's salary, now 
$150 per month, should be cut to $50. 
WE ARE NOT ABOUT to suggest 
to San Anselmans whether their coun- 
cilmen are worth $50 or $150 a month. 
The councilmen several years ago vot­ 
ed themselves the $150 pay, under a 
state law which says a city council can 
pay itself that salary or nothing. There 
h a v e been suggestions that the city 
fathers should be willing to serve for 
less. They have shown they are willing 
by putting it up to the people. 
As for the fire e n g i n e and the 


s t r e e t improvements, the proposed 
special taxes offer the least expensive 
way of paying for them, assuming the 
council could find no way to finance 
them under its present tax structure. 
A one-year levy will not entail any in­ 
terest cost, so the taxpayers will get 
full value for the money expended — 
if they vote to expend it. 


What could be fairer? 


ANOTHER MUNICIPAL measure 
on the Nov. 3 ballot will be a third at­ 
tempt by the City of Novato to win ap­ 
proval of a bond issue for street con­ 
struction. 


This appears as Measure G in the 
ballot b o o k s o f Novato voters. Pro­ 
posed is a $3.250,000 issue to bring 
Novato's streets up to what the streets 
in a city its size should be. Many of 
them are left over from the days when 
Novato w a s unincorporated, agricul­ 
tural county territory, and simply do 
not meet today's needs. 
Twice b e f o r e we have endorsed 
Novato's street bond proposal. Twice 
it has failed to muster the necessary 
two-thirds a p p r o v a l . This time, we 
hope it makes it. 


Boats On Parade - A Good Show 


Marin County, touching San Fran­ 
cisco Bay on one side and the Pacific 
Ocean on a n o t h e r. has always been 
largely water-oriented. But it has be­ 
come much more so with the growth 
of recreational boating in recent years. 
Some idea of the part such boating 
plays in Marin life will be given by the 
San Rafael Chamber of Commerce’s 
"Fall Marine Holiday” on Sunday.

State Park Grazing Turndown 


And Responsibility For Fires

When the state Parks and Rec­ 
reation Commission voted to 
deny g r a z i n g privileges to 
some cattle ranchers in San 
Diego County whose feed lands 
have been burned out by the 
recent fires, it probably did 
not expect the storm of disap­ 
proval churned up by the ac­ 
tion. 
The cattle ranchers asked 
permission for use of a portion 
of the east mesa of Cuyamaca 
State Park for 120 days during 
the emergency period when 
most of the private cattle land 
is scorched by fire. 
Assemblyman John S t u l l , 
R-Encinitas, called the refusal 
a “cruel, inhumane ruling by 
a handful of would-be conser­ 
vationists.’' 
He said "the commission’s 
action is a direct rebuke of 
Governor Reagan’s effort to 
pool all available state re­ 
sources to assist the victims of 
the fires." 
STULL BLAMED the fires 
on tihe conservationists, who

he said earlier opposed the 
controlled burning of under­ 
brush along the foothills of 
Southern California. 
“When 
last 
month’s fires 
s w e p t along the foothills,” 
Stull declared, “ it was this un­ 
derbrush which kept the fires 
out of control, and destroyed 
our forest lands. 
“I place major blame on 
such short-sigihted, s e l f i s h - 
thinking people for the devas­ 
tation to our forest and com­ 
munities. 
“ Now that some of the fire 
victims want assistance to re­ 
coup from their losses, it is 
these same people who are 
again turning their backs on 
such requests. More than 800 
head of cattle, and the occupa­ 
tions of a number of local 
ranchers may be lost because 
of the unthinking action by a 
majority of the board.

FORT WORTH - The most 
striking fact of the South today 
is not how different it is from 
the rest of the country but how 
alike. 
F u n d a m e n t a l and far- 
reaching social, economic and 
political changes, long in slow 
motion, are now coming to 
fruition in a rushing climax. 
We have just traveled to the 
Northeast, the Midwest, the 
Pacific Coast and the South. It 
is evident that the 
United 
States of America is becoming 
one — socially, economically 
and politically; not totally, but 
to a degree which should wipe 
from the m i n d s of non­ 
southerners that the South is 
separate and unequal. 
It is increasingly apparent 
that the things which had long 
handicapped 
the 
South 
are 
waning. 


HERE IS WHAT’S happen­ 
ing: 
The South was economically 
backward. No more. 
Its states contained nearly 
the whole Negro population of 
the nation. No longer. 
It was dominated by one- 
party politics. The Democratic 
party could take it for grant­ 
ed. The Republican party saw 
little value in cultivating its 
support. 
Each of these three long- 
enduring conditions is being 
radically and rapidly altered. 


ECONOMICS - A v e r a g e 
personal income in the South 
is going up markedly. For ex­ 
ample, the greatest gains in 
the entire nation in 1969 were 
made here in the Southwest — 
up 9.5 per cent, and in the 
Southeast — up 9.2 per cent. 
This is not a sudden ephemer­ 
al rise. It is a steady trend. 
Ten years ago the gap be­ 
tween the average per capita 
income in the Southwest and 
that of the rest of the nation 
•was 30 per cent. Last year it 
was only 20 per cent. 


RACE — The massive mech­ 
anization of southern agricul­ 
ture and the powerful lure of 
employment in the defense in­ 
dustry in the North and Pacif­ 
ic Coast, during World War 
II and after, cut the South’s 
black population in half. In the 


last two decades 3,500,000 Ne-*« 
gro-Americans left the South. ^ 
Southerners have every rea­ 
son to contend, and they’re 
quite right in asserting, that 
the racial issue is not a south­ 
ern monopoly. It is a national', 
issue and must be treated na­ 
tionally. It is a tremendous 
achievement that legal public 
s c h o o l segregation is now 
nearly totally abolished in the 
South while de facto segrega­ 
tion, brought about by differ­ 
ent methods elsewhere in the 
nation, remains largely un­ 
touched. 


P O L I T I C S — One-party 
dominance is on the wane. Ei­ 
senhower took four southern 
states in 1952, Goldwater five 
in 1964, and the South made 
possible Nixon’s election in 
1968 when the Democratic per­ 
centage 
of 
the presidential 
vote in the South and border 
states was down to 29 per cent. 
No presidential candidate in 
the ’70s can take the South for 
granted nor wisely neglect it. 


NO ONE HAS written more 
perceptively about how the so­ 
cial, economic and political' 
forces are bringing the nation 
together than Henry Owen, 
who 
h e a d e d 
the 
policy- 
planning staff of the State De- 
p a r t m e n t under President 
Johnson and who is now with 
the Brookings Institution. 
“The deep North-South divi­ 
sion which has plagued the 
country since the 1850s,” he 
concludes, “is on the way to 
being healed.” 
Whether the process now 
goes forward unhampered de­ 
pends in part, he says, on 
whether the media and the in­ 
tellectual community of the 
North discard 
the outdated 
cliches of the 1930s. He pleads 
with them to do so: 
“There is a curious ambival­ 
ence in the attitude of some 
northern liberals on this point: 
Reaching out to students and 
other alienated elements 
is 
viewed as an act of statesm an­ 
ship, but trying to understand 
the problems which a century 
of neglect has created in the 
South is political opportunity.” 
It is time for the rest of the 
nation to see the South as it is, 
not as they may think it is.

Nixon Tull Employment' 


Goal Disturbs Economists

WASHINGTON

- 
President Nixon’s grand de­ 
sign for the nation’s economy 
calls for a return to full em­ 
ployment s o m e t i m e in 
1972—just in time to give a 
boost to his expected bid for a 
second term. 
That might seem like a long 
lime to wait for the 4.3 million 
persons now out of work, but 
many of the government’s pro­ 
fessional 
economy 
watchers 
think the goal may be too am­ 
bitious to be met. 
One high-ranking economist 
said privately the economy 
wodld have to grow at a pace 
much faster than now seems 
probable to restore full em­ 
ployment by mid-1972. Such a 
growth rate, he said, might 
touch off a new round of infla­ 
tion. 


P A U L W. McCRACKEN, 
chairman of Nixon’s Council of 
Economic Advisers, said the 
administration hopes to get un­ 
employment down to less than 
4 per cent of the work force 
some time during the 1972 fis­ 
cal year that runs from next 
July 1 to June 30, 1972. 
McCracken defined “full em­ 
ployment” as less than 4 per 
cent jobless. The post-Korean 
War low for unemployment 
was 3.3 per cent recorded dur­ 
ing three straight months from 
December, 1968, through Feb­ 
ruary, 1969. 
Administration 
s o u r c e s 
made it plain that the plan 
now calls for full employment 
to be reached near the end of 
the f i s c a l year, about 20 
months from now. 


SOME GOVERNMENT econ­ 
omists are not happy about the 
goal. They think it could back­ 


fire in one of two ways: Nixon 
could try to heat up the econo­ 
my enough to reduce unem­ 
ployment on schedule and in 
the process lose all of the 
gains that have been made 
against inflation. Or the goal 
could be missed, which would 
be more embarrassing than 
the same rate of unemploy­ 
ment would be had no goal- 
been announced. 


McCracken, asked about the 
goal, confirmed that it had 
been set. Then he added: “I 
cite as my authority for that, 
the President.” 


The dilemma for economy 
managers is that there usually 
is a trade-off between inflation 
and unemployment. 
Nixon hopes to break that 
mold by producing both low 
unemployment and a low rate 
of inflation. The key, adminis­ 
tration officials believe, is to 
do things gradually. 


THE COST of living rose in 
in August at an annual rate of 
2.5 per cent, a figure consider­ 
ed to be relatively uninflation- 
ary. But it took 20 months for 
the administration’s policies to 
produce that result and it was 
achieved at the cost of a busi­ 
ness slump and rising unem­ 
ployment. 
Since Nixon took office in 
January, 1969, unemployment 
has risen from 3.3 to 5*5 per 
cent of the work force, an in­ 
crease of 1.7 million persons.

With local and county taxes 
at an all-time high, Mill Valley 
City Councilman Jean S. Bar­ 
nard has come up with two 
new sources of revenue which 
require the heaviest users cf 
city services to pay for them. 
No one else on the city coun­ 
cil seems to by paying much 
attention to her, however. 
She proposes charging a fee 
for using city streets as a car­ 
port, and a sewer service fee. 
Mrs. B a r n a r d thinks the 
parking fee would both raise 
revenue for the city and dis­ 
courage people from parking 
on — and in some cases block­ 
ing — Mill Valley’s narrow 
streets. 
Residents would be required 
to buy a sticker for each car 
that has no offstreet parking 
space. This is done in Milwau­ 
kee, Wis., she noted, where the 
cost is $4 a month.

Bygone Romantic Look Pops 


Out In Weinberg Collection

NEW YORK (UPI)—The ro­ 
mantic look of long ago be­ 
comes the look of the 70s in 
the hands of fashion designer 
Chester Weinberg. 


Weinberg obviously is a de­ 
signer nostalgic for the soft­ 
ness and grace of the clothes 
of the 1920s and early 1930s. 
Paul Pairet, the great French 
dressmaker of half a century 
ago, could have done Wein­ 
berg’s 
n e w 
collection 
for 
spring, replete with the soft 
contours of the garments, the 
grace of movement through 
pleated skirts or great swirl­ 
ing capes, the fine fabrics like 
crepe de chine, georgettes and 
foulards. 


Even the huge 
cartwheel 
and picture hats reappeared 
on the Weinberg models. All 
that one needed to feel present 
at 
an old-fashioned 
garden 
party were tea and dainty 
sandwiches. 


IT SHOULD be mentioned 
here that part of Weinberg’s 
nostalgia is for longer skirts, 
mid-calf and lower even for 
daytime, but he’s been pushing 
the longer hemline for a cou­ 


ple of seasons now. Not a mini 
left! 


Weinberg, holder of numer­ 
ous awards for his fashion 
creativity, was one of the 
pace-setting 
designers 
w h o 
are showing their new collec­ 
tions to the nation’s buyers 
and some press. 
Weinberg clothes, the com­ 
mentator said, were for the 
“ woman who loves fashion, 
who loves change, women of 
all ages, all sizes and all pock- 
etbooks.” To meet the demand 
of the woman p r i c e t a g- 
watching, 
he showed 
some 
from his boutique or “Chester 
Now” collection, less expen­ 
sive than his couture group 
The 
boutique clotihes 
retail 
from $75 up to $185, the others 
from $200 to $500. 


DESIGNER ADOLFO did the 
hats, some of them for late day 
and “ tea time” the cartwheels 
with brims wide as the mod­ 
el’s 
shoulders, 
framing the 
face with gentle curve, and 
matched to the dress. The day­ 
time Adolfos were big pana­ 
mas in natural tone, with scarf 
hatband matching the dress or 
suit. Or, they were outsize 


felts in palest pastel or white, 
brims turned jauntily up at 
one side 
Rarely did Weinberg resort 
to a favorite technique in the 
nation’s garment centre, of al- j 
leviating some of the length-; 
ened hemline with slits up 
sides or front.

Needed By Some 'Ugly Americans'

This group continues down the 
street, entering a shop. They 
h a n d l e everything in sight, 
snickering all the while. When 
one decides to buy. he hauls out 
more money than the shop own­ 
er makes in a week and says, 
expecting the man to under­ 
stand his language. •,Hey, fig­ 
ure this out for me — I can’t 
understand your funny foreign 
money.” Then they leave, brag­ 
ging about how they snuckered 
the guy out of a bargain. 


Later, 
buying 
a 
round 
of 
drinks — which 
they're 
too 
young to manage — they flop 
their expensive tourist cameras 
down on the bar, toss their mon­ 
ey beside them and demand 
service. 


This is the picture Europeans 
get of our newbreed of "Ugly 
Americans.” the affluent kids 
whose parents turn them loose 
overseas 
without 
supervision, 
and without instilling courtesy 
for their hosts in a foreign coun­ 
try. 


We saw them more than once 
on our trip to Europe this sum­ 
mer. Either they were throwing 
their money — and insults — 
around, or they were of the un­ 
washed. hippie v a r i e t y who 
came over for the "trip'' and 
perhaps ended up in jail on drug 
charges.

TOLEDO. Ohio (U PI) - The 
great glass collection is under 
way. 


Across the country—from Ann 
Arbor to New Orleans, from 
New Brunswick to Los Angeles— 
environment-conscious 
Ameri­ 
cans are helping put their glass 
bottles and jars back into a 
giant recycling system. 


The containers are starting to 
r e - e n t e r the manufacturing 
process as “ cullef’-ground glass 
that is needed to make new 
glass for bodies and jars. 


ONE OF the pioneers in reus­ 
ing glass is Owens-Illinois. Inc., 
which began a program of get­ 
ting the public to help gather up 
used containers at its Bridgeton, 
N.J.. plant two years ago when 
it became clear that most old- 
time cullet dealers had been 
forced out of business for eco­ 
nomic reasons. 


From the original Bridgeton 
project, the idea spread to the 
other 17 cities in which Owens- 
Illinois has glass container man­ 
ufacturing plants. 


Tomorrow: 


The 
co m p a n y 
now 
has 
launched glass container collec­ 
tions in cities in which there are 
n o 
container 
manufacturing 
plants—Ann Arbor, Mich., New 
Brunswick. N.J., and here in 
Toledo. The glass is trucked to 
plants from the c o l l e c t i o n 
points. 


In Ann Arbor, residents, en­ 
couraged by the ecology group 
called ENACT (Environmental 
Action for Survival)’ collected 
65 tons—about 250.000 bottles— 
within two days. 


CULLET IS not the only use 
for used glass containers. Re­ 
search now is under way on 
converting old glass to structur­ 
al products such as bricks, insu­ 
lating wool, tiles, rods, sheeting 
and light- weight aggregate for 
use in building low-cost housing 
and roads. 


In cooperation with the Uni­ 
versity of Missouri-Rolla. Owens- 
Illinois already has p a v e d 
one street with “ glasphalt” , a 
mixture of glass and asphalt, 
and is planning others.

DOWNIEVILLE - A former 
San Rafael attorney is involved 
in a superior court election 
c a m p a i g n in Sierra County 
much more bitter than the con­ 
test for election to the municipal 
court in Marin. 
Gordon I. Smith, district at­ 
torney oi Sierra County, is chal­ 
lenging the incumbent. John F. 
Keane, for the county's only su­ 
perior court judgeship in the 
Nov. 3 election 
Smith has run advertisements 
in 
the 
county's 
two 
weekly 
newspapers saying. “Let's have 
no more complaints’to the state 
judicial council 
about 
Sierra 
County's superior court judge. 
Six years are enough!” The ad­ 
vertisements also urged Smith 
be elected because, among oth­ 
er qualifications, he is “sober.” 
Judge Keane 
retorted with 
advertisements accusing Smith 
cf a campaign “of slander and 
innuendo” and claiming there 
has been no complaint to the 
California Commission on Judi­ 
cial Qualifications (which, rath­ 
er than the judicial council, han­ 
dles such matters) on Keane's 
performance as judge. 
Judge Keane also claims that 
Smith has never brought a case 
to trial as district attornev. in­ 


stead always arranging a guilty 
plea “either to lesser charges 
. . . or possibly because of a 
promised 
recommendation 
by 
the district attorney of a light 
sentence.” 
In the only case 
brought to trial before Judge 
Keane, he claims. Smith turned 
over prosecution to the state at­ 
torney general. 
Smith, who was a deputy dis­ 
trict attorney in Marin County 
in 1950-52. served briefly once 
before as Sierra County Superi­ 
or Court judge.He was appoint­ 
ed to a vacancy in that court by 
Gov. Goodwin . Knight in De­ 
cember 1957. while still practic­ 
ing in Marin but after establish­ 
ing a legal residence in Downie- 
ville. 
The following year, Smith was 
defeated 
for 
election 
to 
the 
judgeship. He subsequently ran 
successfully for district attor­ 
ney. 
In O c t o b e r 1965, he was 
charged with failure to file fed­ 
eral income tax returns for 1959 
through 1962. He first pleaded 
innocent, but changed the plea 
to no contest to a charge of fail­ 
ure to file for 1961 only, and was 
fined 82.500 and given a year's 
suspended sentence by Judge 
Lloyd H. Burke in U.S. District 
Court in San Francisco.

Audrey iRey) Collins, drafts­ 
man in the county planning de­ 
partment, asked for back pay 
for the 14 months during which 
she 
worked 
as 
draftsman 
1 
when she should have been get­ 
ting pay as draftsman 2. The to­ 
tal difference comes to about 


$1,000. 


Personnel 
commissioners 
heard evidence from Mrs. Col­ 
lins and Personnel D i r e c t o r 
Maren Rinne and set a special 
morning meeting at 7:30 a.m. 
next Wednesday. Oct. 21, at the 
Civic Center to decide on Mrs. 
Collins's case. 
Mrs. 
Collins 
explained 
that 
this is what occurred: 
In Tune 1969. she worked as 
draftsman 1 at a salary of $633 
per month. She had asked for. 
and former Planning Director 
Paul C. Zucker had recommend­ 
ed. a promotion to draftsman 2, 
which would have paid $700 per 
month as of July 1. 19S9. 
On July 1. all county employ-1 
ees got a 5 per cent raise. Mrs. j 
Collins got her $666. a 5 per cent j 
raise at her old classification of j 
draftsman 1. She assumed that j 
the supervisors had not changed 


her classification and continued 
working until August of 
this 
year, 
when 
she 
learned 
by 
chance that the county supervi-1 
sors had authorized a promotion 
14 months before. 


“I don’t know when or where 
the mistake was made." said 
Werner von Gundell. who is now 
county planning director. “ But 
whatever the error was, it was 
not committed by Mrs. Collins."
